PDC OPPOSED BILL. TIME HAS NOW EXPIRED SINCE GOVT WOULD HAVE 
NEEDED 30 DAYS TO CONSIDER BILL, ACT UPON IT AND MAKE NECESSARY- 
ARRANGEMENTS BEFORE ELECTIONS. 
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
